Leading Experts of 
World to Par-

EW YORK, June 24.— 

Experts of many na- 
tions will discuss the world’s 
rubber problems at an Inter- 
national Symposium on Raw 
Rubber to be held in connec- 
tion with the Golden Jubilee 
of the American Chemical 
Society in Philadelphia, Sep- 
tember 6 to 11, it is an- 
nounced here. 

Described in the announcement 
by Chairman John M. Bierer of 
Boston as “the biggest event in the 
history of the society’s rubber di- 
vision,” the symposium will deal 
with new knowledge affecting the 
results of botanical, chemical, 
technical, and engineering research 
in America and abroad. 

Leading rubber technologists and 
executives of the industry will re- 


Cluding scientific progress in the 
plantation rubber industry, in wild 
rubber, South American and 
African; and in synthetic or arti- 
ficial rubber, to perfect which 
commercially scientists of all 
civilized nations are uniting in a 
common attack. 

Rubber as a national asset, sub- 
stitutes for rubber, the physical 
structure of rubber, the examina- 
tion and testing of 
Guayule rubber, its botany, chem- 
istry and technology, will be other 
topics. 

A notable feature of the 
posium, indicating, it was said, 
battle that is bound to ensue be- 
tween synthetic rubber and the 
plantation product, and in which 
the plant biologist will be the 
synthesist’s chief foe, will be a 
comparison of the physical prop- 
erties of raw rubber with those of 
compounded vulcanized rubber.

Democrats Seek 


gee Tax Cut 


Special from A. D. N. Washington Bureau 

Washington, pra 24.—Efforts of 
the Democrats in Congress to force 
further tax reductions, 
repeal of the 3 per cent. levy on 
passenger cars, today were char- 
acterized as only a warning ges- 
ture in view of the fact that the 
national Legislature is about ready 
to fold up its tent and take a rest 
until next December. 

Introduction of bills in the Senate 
and House at this late date in the 
present session were regarded as 
the preliminary to a drive by the 
minority for a general tax reduc- 
tion at next winter’s short session, 
which will end March 4. 

Repeal of the automobile tax 
was asked in a bill introduced by 
Representative Meyer Jacobstein 
(Democrat) of New York. 

The measure would repeal the 
remaining automotive excise taxes, 
amusement taxes and reduce taxes 
on corporations. 

Declaration that “no further tax 
reduction can be looked for within 
two years” was made by the Presi- 
dent in an address before the 
departmental heads, 
urging that every effort be made 
to economize and that a 2 per cent. 
reduction, with an attendant $20,- 
000,000 annual saving, be made in 
the government personnel. 

The President reported that the 
Treasury’s books show that on July 
1, this year, there will be a surplus 
of $400,000,000, an estimated sur- 
plus of $200,000,000 for next year, 
and a surplus of probably $100,- 
000,000 during 1928. These figures, 
the Democrats hold, warrant com- 
plete repeal of the automotive 
other war-time excess taxes, 
are asked for in the Jacobstein bill.

State High Court 
Upholds Ford Co. 


Olympia, Wash,, June 24.—The 
Ford Motor Company of Detroit is 
exempt from liability to pay dam- 
ages of $15,000 recently awarded 
E. L. Foster, Fordson tractor op- 
erator, by a jury in King County 
Superior Court, according to a de- 
cision of the State Supreme Court. 

In his suit Foster, suing T. L. Ir- 
win, his employer, and the Ford 
Company, charged faulty construc- 
tion of the tractor, which over- 
turned on a Yakima Valley ranch, 
after becoming mired in_ soft 
ground. Foster, driving the ve- 
hicle, in attempts to release it from 
the mud, was pinned under the 
wreckage when the tractor toppled 
over backwards, after the lighter 
front wheels had been raised in 
the air. 

In trial of the case in the courts 
of King county, where the Ford 
company maintains a large as- 
sembling plant, Foster placed lia- 
bility for the accident on allega 
tion that the weight of the machine 
was unequally divided, so that all 
but a fraction of the weight was 
borne by the rear axle. 

The jury returned a verdict of 
$15,000 damages against both the 
employers and the tractor manu- 
facturers,

Gray Finish May Be 
Added to Present 
Colors 


Charlotte, N, C., June 24.—Im- 
portant changes in finishing of 
Ford motor car bodies was fore- 
cast in the announcement at the 
Ford Motor Company’s assembly 
plant here that much new paint- 
ing equipment, including more 
modern types of ovens, is being 
installed, preparatory to resump- 
tion of operations probably 
about July 1. 

There are broad hints that a gray 
finish will offered in addition 
to combinations now available. 

High ranking field representa- 
tives of the company recently have 
conferred here with Frank Atche- 
son, manager of the local plant, but 
nothing has been disclosed relative 
to the matters discussed. It is ap- 
parent, however, that an air of ex- 
pectancy exists among officials of 
the plant here, but none of them 
would commit himself on the wide- 
ly discussed reports that Ford may 
be planning to put on the market 
a lighter four or a light six. 

Reports gained currency here 
that the dealers in this territory 
were requested to dispose of their 
stocks of Ford cars while the pres- 
ent shutdown of the local plant 
continues. Reports from the ter- 
ritory soon after the sharp reduc- 
tion in the prices of the Ford line 
was announced indicated the new 
prices were stimulating the demand 
to some extent. At the same time, 
it was indicated, the public’s uncer- 
tainty regarding what Henry Ford 
may do next was tempering the en- 
thusiasm which otherwise might 
have become greater, as a result 
of the price cut.

Imports Restricted 
By New Zealand 


London, June 24 (U. T. P. S.).— 
The New Zealand government has 
prohibited the importation of vari- 
ous kinds of motor vehicles to that 
country except under authorization 
of the minister of customs. The 
banned vehicles are:— 

Any six-wheeled motor truck de- 
signed or constructed to carry 
more than nine tons extlusive of 
the weight of the vehicle, or so de- 
signed and constructed that its 
weight when laden exceeds fifteen 
tons. 

Any motor truck designed or 
constructed to carry more than six 
tons exclusive of the weight of the 
vehicle, or so designed or con- 
structed that its weight when laden 
exceeds ten tons. 

Any two-wheeled trailer designed 
or constructed to carry more than 
four tons, exclusive of the weight 
of the trailer. 

Any four-wheeled trailer de- 
signed or constructed to carry more 
than six tons, exclusive of the 
weight of the trailer. 

Any trailer having 
four weels. 

Any tractors weighing more than 
ten tons. 

Any chassis, wheel, axle, body, 
engine or other part for use as a 
component part of the vehicle 
mentioned. 

A motor truck is defined to cover 
any vehicle suited primarily for 
earrying either passengers or goods.

British Agitation 
For Import Duties 
On Tires Explained 


24. — The

port duties on automobile tires in 


England and recent develop- 
ments in the situation are set 
forth in the following report 
from the Rubber Division of the 
Department of Commerce. 
Agitation for such an import 
| duty, recently renewed in Great 
| Britain, brings to mind that in the 
|period from 1922 to 1924 British 
| manufacturers of tires exerted 
|} themselves strenuously but with- 
;}out success to induce the British 
government to bring tires under 
the application of the McKenna du- 
which apply. to automobiles 
j}and parts except tires. 

One of the strongest proponents 
of the tire tariff has been Col. Sealy 
Clark, chairman of the British In- 
stitution of Rubber Industry. Since 
1922 many small tire manufactur- 
ers in England, as well &s in the 
United States, have been forced out 
of business, with resultant improve- 
ment in the position of the remain- 
ing producers. 

The British tire industry has 
been unable to make out a prima 
facie case for protection under the 
safeguarding of industries.act. A 
change in the present British tariff 
policy would almost require a 
change in the party in control of 
government. The cause of the re- 
cent agitation seems to be an ap- 
preciation of the part played by 
tires and motor transport in ending 
the recent general strike, plus sta- 
tistics of British tire imports, which 
were much greater in value during 
the first quarter of 1926 than in 
the corresponding quarter of either 
1924 to 1925. 

A point is also made of the fact 
that Michelin is establishing a Brit- 
ish factory, this being taken to in- 
dicate a belief on Michelin’s part 
that a duty will eventually be ap- 
plied to tire imports into England. 
The greater value of tire imports 
this year is undoubtedly due in 
large part to the tire price increases 
which have been made effective, 
and it is likely that Michelin is in- 
fluenced more by desire to secure 
preferential tariff treatment on his 
products in British possessions than 
by consideration of the 3ritish 
market itself in planning factory 
developments in England.

NE on the most famous advertising slogans that has 

ever been promulgated informs the world in general 
that a certain brand of lacteal fluid is the best obtainable 
because it is produced by “contented cows.” If we carry 
into the manufacturing field this dictum that a product is 
admirable in proportion to the happiness and contentment 
of its producers, then it is no wonder that American motor 
cars are the best in the world. 

In no other industry of which we know do the employers 
show the same concern for the happiness and welfare of 
their workers as do those of the automotive industry. Just 
a day or so ago there appeared in the columns of The Auto- 
motive Daily News an announcement that during the present 
summer 2,000 employees of the Packard Motor Car Company 
would depart for two weeks’ vacation at the expense of their 
employer. As a general thing if a workman wants to take 
a vacation he must do so “on his own time.” The loss of 
pay has usually made it impossible for workers to leave 
home for a change of scene and a real rest. The Packard 
Company finds that most of its vacationing employees are 
planning to take their families on motor tours for the golden 
two weeks that the company has given them. 

Some years ago the General Motors Corporation in order 
to encourage thrift among its employees offered to match 
dollar for dollar whatever savings employees were able to 
make over a period of years and on definite budgets. 

Many companies have worked out plans whereby 
employees who have the requisite standing and record may 
purchase shares of the organization’s stock on the install- 
ment plan. One of the latest of these is the Chrysler 
organization which has just voted to establish a plan of this 
organization which has just voted to establish such a plan. 

All this is the one real reason why bolshevism in 
thir county has been pretty consistently confined to the 
parlor.

Sell Them Transportation 


LWAYS we have with us the used car problem and 

wherever two or three dealers are gathered together 
this moot subject is certain to enter the conversation sooner 
or later, usually sooner. We have pointed out from time to 
time in this column the advantages that will accrue to the 
dealer who will place sales of used cars on a basis of selling 
unusual transportation. 

We were asked by a friend to help him select a used 
car, the principal service for which would be trips between 
his house and the railway station some five miles distant. 
He finally selected a four cylinder chassis with a closed body, 
which had originally sold for somewhat over $1,000. The 
car was two and a half years old, but had been placed in 
perfect mechanical condition and given a new coat of paint. 
The price paid for it was $300. 

On a conservative estimate there was three years of 
satisfactory service in the car as it was taken from the 
dealer’s shop. This would place the expense per annum to 
the buyer at $100. In other words, even if the car were 
simply junk at the end of its service, the owner would be 

; paying a mere $100 a year for his personal transportation. 

Granting that fuel, oil, tires and maintenance would equal 
‘the sume that the owner would otherwise have to pay for 
some other and less convenient method of transportation, 
the yearly overhead of $100 for the efficiency and pleasure 
of having one’s own transportation means always ready is 
not. beyond many American family pocketbooks. 

The dealer who will analyze the expenditure made in 
unused transportation as represented by a used car will 
be pleasantly surprised by the reaction to this arguments.

SOME ARE LETTING DAME GRUNDY DO 
BACK SEAT DRIVING, 
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Seek U.S. Capital 
For Spanish Road 


Washington, June 24.—The 
American consul at Madrid has 
been importuned to interest an 
American construction company 
in the building of a direct motor 
highway from Madrid to Valen- 
cia, which would be 370 kilo- 
meters long and paved with ce- 
ment. 

If American capital is interested, 
it is proposed to purchase Ameri- 
can machinery for the work re- 
quired and the materials, except 
such as are supplied free by towns 
along the proposed highway. 

According to the information re- 
ceived by the transportation di- 
vision of the Department of Com- 
merce from Consul Augustin W. 
Ferrin at Madrid, the backers of 
the Spanish enterprise “‘would like 
to have an American group send its 
engineers to investigate the pro- 
posal on the spot with the full as- 
sistance of the company’s tech- 
nicians,”’ 

The estimated annual traffic of 
the road is 750,000 metric tons, it 
is stated, and on this traffic the 
state would authorize collection of 
tolls to cover maintenance and in- 
terest on the cost of construction. 


U.S. Court Rules 
On Car Seizure 


Washington, June 24.—The 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals for the first circuit today or- 
dered forfeited an automobile in 
which twenty-nine cases of liquor 
were found, despite the fact that 
there was no evidence that “the 
vehicle moved with the cargo of 
liquor."”” The decision reversed the 
findings of the United States Dis- 
trict Court for Massachusetts. 

“This is the first case ever re- 
ported to us,” the Department of 
Justice commented in a statement, 
“in which a vehicle has been for- 
feited when there was no proof 
that the vehicle has moved with the 
cargo of liquor.”’ 





In its decision the Circuit Court 


of Appeals declared that “accord- 





ing to the plain reading of the 
statute, it is immaterial whether 
the automobile has been moved or 
was being moved with the liquors, 
for Section 3061 says whether the 
liquors were brought into the coun- 
try by, in or upon such vehicle, 
they shall be subject to seizure.’

CRUDE OIL. PRICE 
HURTS REFINERS 


Product Remains High, 
With Gasoline Show- 
ing Weakness 

Chicago, June 24.—The results 
of continued high prices for 
crude oil and weakening prices 
for gasoline, kerosene and fuel 
oil have been so unfavorable for 
refiners that a number of them 
are finding it impossible to op- 
erate on the basis of present 
open market price basis, and are 





closing down, according to well- 
informed members of the South- 
western refining industry. 

The larger and better established 
refiners and those refiners who 
are also engaged in other depart- 
ments of the petroleum industry 
are continuing operations on 
large scale, with their eyes on the 
large consumption of gasoline this 
summer, However, most of the 
Plants in the mid-continent, aside 
from such refineries, are being op- 
erated en a reduced schedule. 

The exceptions to this tendency | 
are those refiners who are pro-} 
tected from present softened price 
conditions in gasoline and other 
products by advantageous contracts 
made earlier in the year. It is 
computed by practical refinery | 
men that the average small refin- 
ery can not be run under present 
market situations in the mid-con- 
tinent, except at a loss of about 15 
cents a barrel. 

In the face of this increasing 
difficulty of profitable operation on 
the part of independent refiners in ' 
the spot market, there is continued 
talk of higher crude oil prices. This | 
is caused by continued withdraw- | 
ing of mid-continent crude oil 
from storage, which is going either | 
to mid-continent'§ refiners or to} 
large Eastern oil companies. 

Most of the opinion heard on; 
the subject in Chicago is that such | 
further crude price advances would | 
be arbitrary and hardly justified. ! 
Producers are receiving good prices 
for crude oil as it is, according to | 
most frequently heard opinion.

EXPORTS HIGH 


Was Only Country to 
Surpass U. S. 
In 1925

motor cars, shipped more than 58,- 
000 passenger cars in 1925, against 
43,893 the preceding year, the av- 
erage unit value declining to $479 
from $503. 

Italian export figures, which in- 
clude trucks, buses and tractors as 
well as passenger cars, increased 
to $29,041 from $18,933, although 
the average unit value held fairly 
steady, $917 for 1925 and $915 for 
1924. Germany’s exports dropped 
from 1,516 in 1924 to 1,491 in 1925, 
while the average unit value in- 
creased from $1,681 to $2,119. 
United States exports.of passenger 
cars, by far the largest in number, 
increased to 244,300 from 151,380 
in 1924, the average unit value in- 
creasing to $757 from $743. In the 
case of United States exports, the 
same trend is noted toward higher 
priced cars as in the domestic mar- 
ket, 

Foregoing figures do not 
clude passenger cars exported as 
“parts’’ for assembly abroad; nor 
are United States figures combined 
with Canadian as _ customarily. 
During 1925 and 1924 there were 
respectively 150,350 and 142,346 
American passenger cars, trucks 
and buses assembled in foreign 
countries. 

Denmark, Belgium, France, 
Spain, Great Britain, Irish Free 
State, Argentina and Brazil receive 
some cars from the United States 
in the form of ‘‘parts’’ for assem- 
bly, which are not included in our 
export statistics as complete units. 

There is also to be considered 
the re-exports from many of the 
markets. Denmark, for example, 
is not the market for all the cars 
shipped there, as Finland and 
other northern European coun- 
tries are supplied from Copenha- 
gen. Trieste is also a distributing 
center for American Cars. 

During the last two years Aus- 
tralia has been the leading mar- 
ket for passenger cars from the 
United States, Canada and the 
United Kingdom. In 1925 British 
passenger car exports to Austra- 
lia increased 139 per cent. over 
those for the preceding year; Can- 
ada’s shipments there declined 18 
per cent., while the United States 
increased its exports to Australia 
by 22 per cent. 

Production in 1925 of passenger 
cars, trucks and buses in countries 
other than the leading six approx- 
imated as follows: Austria 4,800, 
Belgium 5,400, Czecho-Slovakia 
5,000, Hungary 329, Spain 475, 
Sweden 270, Denmark 75 and 
Switzerland 450.
